The Veteran Illinois Senator Back in 
Washington Ready for 
Work. 


ONE OF THE “OLD-TIMERS.” 


Statesman Is Not Alarmed Over the 
Ambitions and Plans of 
Gov. Yates. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Senator Cullom | 
has returned to the national capital fit as a 
fiddie for his work as chairman of the 
great Senate committee on foreign rela- | 
tions. It is wonderful how some of the vet- | 
erans of public life hold out in fealth and | 
strength and reappear on the scene every | 
autumn fresh and lively as any of the. 
youngsters. ‘‘Uncle Shelby” is one of the | 
veterans, sure enough. This will be his | 
fourteenth Congress Already he has 
served 2% years—six in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and twenty in the Senate—and 
from all indications he will go on for an- 
other quarter of a century. 

There are only eight men in Congress 
who have served longer in that body than 
Mr. Cullom. Mr. Allison of lowa has been 
in the Senate since March 3, 1873, or more 
than thirty years, and had previously 
served eight years ig the House, making 
nearly forty years of unbroken congres- 
sional service. Mr. Cockrell of Missouri 
came to the Senate two years later than 
Senator Allison and Senators Morgan of 
Alabama and Hor of Massachusetts four 
years later. Senator Hoar was eight years 
in the House of Representatives. Mr. Platt 
of Conecticut entered the Senate in 1879, 
and Mr. Hale of Maine, Mr. Frye of Maine 
and Mr. Hawley of Connecticut in 188. Mr. 
Hale had been ten years in the House. Mr. 
Frye twelve years and Mr. Hawley six 
years. Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island en- 
tered the Senate in 1881, and Mr. Cullom is 
next in order of seniority. Mr. Stewart of 
Nevada has served a total of twenty-six 
years in the Senate at different times. 

Two members of the House of Rrepre- 
sentatives have served longer in Congress 
than Mr. Cullom. One, Speaker-to-be Can- 
non, has answered to his name throughout 
fifteen Congresses or thirty years, and 
Mr. Ketcham of New York has served a 
total of thirty-two vears in the lower 
branch.

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 15.—George B. Pen- 
ny, dean of the School of Fine Arts of 
Washington College here, has declared war 
upon. the character of music found in hymn 
books. To show that his heart is in this 
reform movement, Prof. Penny has offered 
a4 prize of $9 to the Washburn student 
writes the best tune for the hymn 
“God Re With You Til We Meet Again.” 

Among other speciments of poor music 
Which Pref. Penny. mentioned to a Post- 
Dispateh correspondent are: ‘‘What a 
Friend We Have in Jeusu,” “Even Me,”’ 
‘“t Am Thine, O Lord,” and the tune 
“Refuge," to which “Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul.’ sometimes fs sung. 

“I eriticise in general,” Prof. Penny con- 
tinued, ‘“‘the light, flippant music which 
we hear ut the Christian Endeavor meet- 
ings, and at the Y. M. C. A. I limit my 
eriticism to the music, although I heartily 
ngree with the professor of the University 


of Chicago. who asserted that the words 
of much of our sacred music are dogzered. 
“Considering the manner in which. this 
music is gotten up, there is nothing sfck- 
ing about such criticism. The music {is a 
purely commercial propee:ition. Lt ts ground 
ont by the vard by paid song writers, 2 J 
published to sell.

lawyers and machinery of the law, and, what is most remarka- 
ble, the village recovered every nickle’s worth of its property.

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SEDITION IN MISSOURI. 
The limits of free speech announced by the Supreme Court 

Missouri are: blasphemy, immorality and_ sedition. 
“Under the last named head,” says Judge Marshall, “which 
is taken under its broadest meaning given by the early Eng- 
lish decisions, the present case is held to come.” 

Since sedition is not mentioned in the Missouri statutes the 
court looks elsewhere for its definition—in “the early Esglish 
decisions,” where the broadest meaning is given. 

To a layman, addicted to American principles dating from 
1776, this seems remarkable, not to say menacing. 

Granting that there is such an offense as sedition, does it 
not argue a dangerous power in the court if the judges may 
fasten upon act or word, call ijt by that name and punish as 
for contempt? The Missouri Supreme Court claims this power 
as inherent. If the claim is well founded, what protection has 
the citizen against the arbitrary exercise of it? 

Judge Marshall tells us that Shepard’s article—neither the 
power of the court to punish for contempt nor the offensive- 
ness of Shepard’s comments are here questioned—attacked “the 
honesty, integrity and purity of every branch of the state 
government.” The “early English decisions” referred to were 
drawn out by such attacks on the government, but the Eng- 
lish literature of free speech from John Milton to Thomas 
Erskine has more authority among the inheritors of English 
liberty than the decisions quoted. . 

Boiled down, this decision seems to import from, the con- 
tinent of Europe an offense known as lese majeste. It is un- 
safe to criticise any branch. of the government for public acts 
because. if the criticism is personally distasteful to public 
servants, it can be punished as contempt. 

It. is desirable in a free country that the organs of govern- 
ment be treated by all citizens with the utmost respect. But 
the right of free speech is essential to the freedom, to pre- 
serve which government is established. If this right is abused 
ihe law provides a remedy. Is it wise to neglect this rem- 
edy and arbitrarily create an offense to be arbitrarily dealt 
If public servants abuse the powers granted them 
(and they have no powers not granted), the citizen best 4 
shows his respect for government by temperate. criticism. 
And he should not be exposed to any peril except that pre- 
scribed by the law for the abuse of his inherent right of fre? 
speech. Lese majeste is a ridiculous as well as a magniloquent 
offense in this country. It should not be asserted by anybody 
who wishes to keep the government in a condition worthy of 
respect.

Sometimes, when conditions grow to be so 
bad politically that a revival or stirring up 
becomes necessary, a goodly number of us 
actually devote considerable time and effort 
to better the situation.

Judge Adams Decides Against Water-

Judge Adams in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court Thursday morning sustained 
the demurrer of the city of St, Charles in 
the suit brought by Chatries A. Stookey 
to enforce the collection of a balance of 
$10,679.79 due on a waterworks contract, 
and reversed the decision of the lower 
court.

FRIENDLY ALLIANCE IDEA

Mr. Curtis says that the 
commission is stronger, the appropriation 
is larger and the interest is said to be 
greater than on any previous occasion of 
the kind. King Edward and the ministry 
are taking a more active part and showing 
& greater interest than in any previous ex- 
position and are spending more money than 
was ever spent for such a purpose or for 
any exposition outside their own Island. 

The motives are easy to understand, and 
are first prompted by the “hands across the 
sea" idea. Without that motive little would 
be done. Behind that are racial, political 
and industrial inducements which are not 
only intended to attact the United States, 
but also the other countries of Europe. The 
English want to manifest their good feeling 
toward the United States by surpassing all 
other nations and by exhibiting their desire 
for &@ friendly alliance of the English-speak- 
ing nations. For these reasons they are 
watching very closely the preparations of 
other countries, are receiving reports from 
Berlin, Paris and Petersburg particularly, 
and know pretty nearly what other great 
powers are going to do, keeping in touch 
with their methods, so as to surpass them 
if possible in every respect. 

There is another important motive, too. 
The British manufacturers want to demon- 
State that they are not crippled. but are 
still alive to their opportunities. George 

Barker, the representative of the Ex- 
osition in Great Britain, who has his 
cadquarters in Sanctuary House, Tothill 
street, Westminster, not far from West- 
minster Abbey and the American embassy, 
does not agree with peonle,who claim that 
the manufacturers of this country are in 
a bad way, and Mr. Parker has had good 
chances for learning the truth. He was 
United States consul at BirmMmgham for 
several years, and speaking on this sub 
jest this morning said: 

“[ have Hved ten years in one of the 
greatest manufacturireg districts and indus- 
trial centers of England, and think I am 
in a position to judge. Never during all 
that time have I seen the English people 
so busy as they are now. So far as I am 
able to see there is not the slightest rea- 
son why a man who ts willing and able 
to work should not be emploved at good 
wages. That condition of things has re- 
ally been an obstacle in gecuring exhibits 
from the mianufacturerse of this countrv, 
end many of the largest establishments 
will not exhibit at St. Louis because they 
say. ‘Why should we spend a lot of money 
on an exhibit when we are so busv that we 
cannot fill our orders.’ But their lovalty 
to the King, the pride they feel in their 
records and their hope for the future, as 
we!l as the recognition of the fact that val- 
unable results have been derived from pre- 
vious exhibitions, will induce many of them 
to undertake large and expensive exhibits. 
In resnonse to public sentiment and the re- 
eult of a egeneral agitation, his majesty 
has appointed a very effective and infiu- 
ential commission that will adequately r-p- 
resent all the arts and industries of the 
country. These gentlemen will make a se- 
lected exhibit in every department. The 
organization is better. the rlians are more 
comprehensive an@ there will be a greater 
uriformity and systematic classificotion 
than ever before. And thev are spending 
a ereat deal more of morevyv, although they 
heve-no more space than they had at Chi- 
cago. 

“Tt would have heen imnossible to secure 
a stronger commission. There are no_ "g- 
urehenada and verv few of its members 
were appointed for political ressons. It fs 
n remarkable hodv of men, reprecenting 
the highest development of art. science and 
industrv in Great Britair ard Ireland.

worst form. When a ‘book’ is opened, 

on the Suburban Handicap, the bookmaker 
does not lay you certain odds against the 
chances of the horses entered to win, but 
against their chances of starting in the 
race at all. 

Of the hundred or thereabouts nominated 
to start in the Suburban only about 10 
or ld per cent go to the post. The money 
received by the bookmaker on the other 
8 or 90 per cent goes into his cash box 
with no -possible chance of the investor 
ever getti a cent of it back. 

Just think of a person making a wager 
on a horse to run in a certain race six 
months ahead of the scheduled time! 

Legitimate bookmaking on the day of the 
race is crippled because most of the money 
that would bet on the event has already 
been placed in the future b 

Another strong objection to this method 
of speculation is that a “‘future’’ bookmak- 
er may own or have an interest in a horse 
entered in one of these events and scratch 
him when he pleases, although he may have 
taken thousands of dollars in wagers on 
him. has happened and may occur 
again. 

The temptation to do crooked work is 
strong. A bookmaker may have taken in

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~~ VISITS OLD HOME 


James C. Stewart Will Spend a Few 
Weeks in St. Louis, Former 
Scene of His Labors. 


COMPLIMENTED BY THE KING 


Hustling American Contractor's Un- 
precedented Work in England Has 
Brought Him Extensive Business 


James C. Stewart, the st. Louisan famed 
on two continents as the American who 
opened the eyes of England by the rapid:ty 
with which he constructed immense build- 
ings has returned to BSt. Lows from Lon- 
don. He was registered at the Planters, 


Thursday. 

Mr. Stewartebrought with him a contract, 
signed on the day he sailed, for the erection 
of an eight-story London office building 
on the Strand, between the Savoy Theater 
and the Hotel Cecil. 

Mr. Stewart also brought with him 4 
document he prizes very highly, in which 
the approval by King Edward of certain 
work done under his supervision is formaily 
proclaimed. 

This communication is from the clerk of 
the lord high commissioners of admiralty, 
who states that His Majesty desires to in- 
timate his approval of the work done under 
Mr. Stewart's direction on the barracks 
and workshop of the new Royal Naval Col- 
lege at Osborne. It says His Majesty was 
“much struck with the rapidity with which 
the work was done.” 

Recently London newspapers have aired 
the views of a certain Mr. Allen with ref- 
erence to Mr. Stewart. This Mr. Allen 
publicly proclaimed that if he and Mr. 
Stewart were each given a contract for the 
erection of a building to cost ten thousand 
pounds, he could lay more bricks than Mr. 
Stewart's men and complete the structure 
in less time. 


No Bricklaying 


Contest for Him. 
Mr. Stewart did not indicate a desire to 
discuss Mr. Allen at length Wednesday 


morning. He smiled when the subject was 
mentioned. 

“I never met Mr. Allen and don’t know 
much about him,’’ said Mr. Stewart. ‘I 
have paid no attention to his published 
references to me. His proposition is too 
small to interest me. If he had made a 
proposition to erect a building to cost_one 
million pounds instead of ten thousand, it 
would probably interest me. 

‘But his proposition is rather amusing 
in the face of the facts. When I went to 
England in April, 1903, the announcement 
that our men would lay 2250 brick a duy 
each attracted much comment. 

English experts argued that this was a 
physical impossibdlity. They cited sta- 
tistics to show that a man could not stand 
the Strain of such constant calesthenics. 

We were from Missouri, and we showed 
them that our men could do it. Now comes 
Mr. Allen and says he can get his men to 
lay 3000 bricks a day. I confess that we 
cannot do that. I would not go to the 
trouble to. argue about the matter. how- 
ever. with only a $50,000 building at stake, 

At the time we made our announcement 
about the 2250 bricks a duy. tue average 
English bricklayer was not putting down 
more than 600 daily.”’ 


Hires Workmen 
by Thousands. 


Mr. Stewart will return to London early 
in November to begin work on the new 


building. He hase spent most of his time in 
England since April, 191. He went there 
Originally to erect a $7,009,000 plant in 
Manchester for the Westinghouse Co. 
Later he built the Midland Hotel in 
Manchester, costing $6,000,000. Since then 
Mr. Stewart superintended the reconstruc- 
tion and “electrifying’’ of the tunnel un- 
der the Mersey river. His firm, James 
Stewart & Co. of St. Louis, now has an 
office in London and employes 3000 work- 
men in England. In addition, Mr. Stewart 
still represents the Weeti:ngenouse Co. there. 
He says he has a quantity of work on the 
Strand, which he describes as the “busiest 
street In the world,”’ and important con- 
tracts in connection with the Yerkes sub. 
way stations and power houses. 
Mr. Stewart is deeply interested in the 
World's Fair. He gave President Francis 
a dinner at the Hotel Cecfl while the lat- 
ter was in London and loses no opportunity 
to “boost"’ the great St. Louls enterprisé. 
‘IT have many inquiries about the best 
time of the year to visit St. Lou's. and the 
bast places to stop,’ Mr. Stewart said. _

White, who is colored, is charged with 
having struck Edward Edwards, deacon ot 
the Antioch Church of St. Louls, ower the 
head with a lamp 

The trouble occurred Sunday evening. lhe 
congregation had tried White for conduct 
unbecoming a church member and had 
found him gullty. A sentence of expulsion 
was passed. 

Deacon Pdwards had been a witness at 
the trial. He had testified against White. 
The defendant objected to what had been 
said about him. As he came down the 
church aisle, according to the story of the 
deacon, White grabbed two lamps.
